FIRM DEALING 
WITH IRELAND 
IS ESSENTIAL 


Must Oontribute Her Shares to 
Man-Power, Says Austen 
Chamberlain 


LONDON, May 14.—In addressing 
the Women's Unionist Tariff Reform 
association, Tuesday, J, Austen Cham- 
berlain, member of the war cabinet, 
said it was a question whether, in view 
of the new circumstances, the Union- 
ists should adhere to their former at- 
titude in regard to Ireland. Home 
rule was not a question for Ireland 
alone, he asserted, but included Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales as well. 
Mr. Chamberlain said a solution of the 
problem was urgently demanded and 
asked that the facts be looked in the 
face 


He pointed out that there was 2@ 
Home Rule bill on the statute book, 
there were pledges to Ireland and 
that whatever plan the government 
might bring forward, it was entitled to 
every consideration in any step it took 
toward a solution of the problem.

ENTWISTLE, May 14.—The prin: | 


cipal portion of the business section 
of the town of Entwistle was burned 
on Tuesday afternoon. The fire, which 
was the most destructive which cover 
visited the town or district, originated 
from some unknown cause in the 
Farmers’ Hotel, owned by Martin 
Tufty. 

Shortly after one o'clock smoke was 
seen coming from the roof of the 
hotel, and within a few minutes the 
whole building was ablaze. The fire 
alarm bell was rung and the fire bri- 
gade, under Captain Sydney Munroe, 
turned out quickly. All the inhabit- 
ants of the town, young and old, were 
soon on the scene. The school chil- 


dren, who had just reassembled in the 
schoolhouse after dinner, were dis- 
missed and, headed by their teacher, 
c, O, Daly, hastened to the spot. Sev- 
eral of the children did good work in 
saving valuable property from burned 
buildings. A large number 
employees of the Evansburgh mine, 
with several of the officials, including 
Manager McLeod, were on the scene 
inside of a quarter of an hour, and 
gave valuable assistance. 


Hotel was Doomed 


It was at once seen that it would 
be impossible to save the hotel and 


so efforts were made to prevent the | 


flames from spreading to the sur- 
rounding byildings, particularly the 
large general store of the Elsie, Bruce, 
McPhee Co., John Reid's flour and 
feed store, Stephen Gore's pool room 
and barber shop, Hasting’s restaurant 
and a number of smaller edifices, 

A start was made in tearing down 
the intervening buildings, but this 


soon had to be abandoned on account | 


of the heat and smoke. It was then 
proposed to blow up the buildings 
with dynamite, but this idea had to 
be given up also. There was plenty of 
dynamite available, but there were no 
caps with which to explode it. There 
was nothing to do but to let the 
buildings burn. 

The stream from the hose was in- 
sufficient to check the progress of the 
fire. There was water enough, buf 
the hand pump engine, vigorously 
worked as it was, was lacking in 
power to send an effective stream.

CHEVRONS ARE 
NOW ISSUED FOR 
WAR SERVICE 


a 


Red and Blue Insignia Are Grant- 
ed For Years of War 
Duty 


An important order has just been 
announced by the adjutant-general's 
department at Ottawa dealing with the 
Issuance of chevrons for men who 
have seen overseas’ service. The date 
of the award of the first chevron will 
be the date the individual left the 
United Kingdom in the case of those 
who proceeded from home; and Aug- 
ust 6, in the case of those serving 
abroad on that date. In the case of 
overseas’ troops, the date of leaving 
their own country, or where they were 
employed in loca) operations, then the 
date of crossing the frontier, or that 
on which they commenced to take part 
in active operations, Additional chev- 
rons will be awarded for each succes- 
sive aggregate period of twelve months 
service outside the United Kingdom, 
or in the case of overseas troops, away 
from their own country, or within a 
sphere of active operations. 

It is pointed out that the qualifica- | 
tion for additional service need not be 
continuous, It will include periods of 
leave uP to one month where the In- 
dividua] returns overseas at the con- 
clusion of such leave, Periods of ab- 
sence without leave, {n prison, or de- 
tention in hospital from sickness, due 
to avoidable causes, or in captivity as 
& prisoner of war, will be excluded 
when calculating the twelve months 
required to qualify for an additional 
chevron, 

Draft-conducting officers and ofmM- 
cers and others sent overseas on duty 
of a temporary nature, but who are 
not appointed for duty on the estab- 
lishment of a unit serving overseas, 
and who return to this country on 
completion of the temporary duty, are 
not eligible for the award of the chev- 
rons by virtue of their temporary ser- 
vice outside of the United Kingdom, 

Chevrons of two colors--rgd and 
blue—have been approved. The first 
chevron, if earned on or before De- 
cember 31, 1914, will be red; if earned 
on or after January 1, 1915, will be 
blue, and all additional chevrons after 
the first will be blue.

Commanding officers will be respon- 
sible for the issuance of the chevrons, 
and applicatinns and correspondence 
in regard to them should not be ad- 
dressed direct to the war office, as all| 
applications in the first instances wi!l| 
be dealt with by conimanding officers.

Council Agrees To 


Exchange 


Property For College Av. Site 
Wanted For Veterans’ Memorial 


Military Investiture to Be 
Medals Will Be Present 


After considerable argument, the 
city council on Tuesday night agreed 
to accept the report of the special 
committee appointed to consider with 
the school board the matter of ex- 
change of city property for the Col- 
lege Ave. site, and, as this settled the 
matter of exchange, the question of 
defining the conditions and of arrang- 
ing for the transfer of the College Ave. 
site to the veterans was left to the 
parks and markets committee and the 
city solicitor, who will report to coun- 
cil. There will be no unnecessary de- 
lay in the matter, as council will meet 
again on Tuesday evening next, 

A military investiture is to be held 
{n the city on May 24, and the city has 
been asked to stage the proceedings. 
Counc!! authorized the finance com- 
mittee to take the necessary steps and 
to make the requisite expenditure for 
the event. 

Major Hardisty communicated with 
council on the matter and informed 
them that some half-dozen medals 
would be presented by the Lieut.-Gov. 
to the widows and relatives of deceas- 
ed soldiers and in one case to @ return- 
ed veteran. 

Gas Franchise Protection 


Ald. Kinney asked if any eteps were 
being taken by the city to protect its 
interests in regard to the company 
which held the gas franchise. 

The mayor said that in regard to 
the penalties the matter had been held 
over by reason of the fact that it was 
deemed advisable to wait until the 
penalty period had expired before any 
attempt was made to collect them, 

The city solicitor, in further explan- 
ation, said that there was one coven- 
ant between the city and the company, 


and it was a question whether the city | 


could sue more than once for the col- 
lection of the penalties; that was, 
there was a doubt whether it could 
sue from time to time to collect the 
$100 per day. 

The mayor said that the matter of 
the franchise itself had to be consid- 
ered, as it seemed that under its terms 
the company would still have the right 
to come into the city even if the agree- 
ment was cancelled. All that the 
agreement seemed to do was give them 
the exclusive right to bring gas into 
the city provided that they carried 
out certain conditions. He thought 
that the matter might be referred to 
a committee. 

Ald. Kinney moved that the ques- 
tion of the agreement between the 
city and the Northern Alberta Natur- 
al Gas Development company be re- 
ferred to the finance committee for 
report to the next regular meeting. 
This was agreed to by council. 

short-Term Debentures 

Council agreed to the recommenda- 
tions of the finance committee in re- 
gard to the arrangements for securing 
the extension of the $2,000,000 issue 
of short-term debentures against the 
1914 and 1915 tax arrears, and which 
fall due on July 1 of the present year. 
A bylaw authorizing the extension and 
method of procedure was brought 
down and given the first reading, The 
method js to enter into special agree- 
ments with the bondholders, save in 
the case of the sinking fund trustees, 
who hold 668 of the tssue, and have 
stated their willingness to extend the 
time for payment for a further two 


years from the date of maturity. '

1, That its existence {is necessary

2. That by combining to make all 
inspections both of waterworks and 
|fire preventive appliances, as well as 
jof individual risks, not only is the 
|work better done, but an enormous 
saving in expense is secured as com- 
| pared with what would be needed if 
each company had to do this for itself, 
and thus a direct saving in the cost of 
insurance Is effected. 

3. That prompt recognition is given 


in acknowledging the gift, Capt. Ger- 
rie told of the great pleasure he had

Any householder who .at mid-

before the regulation came into 
existence. But law is law, and to 
disregard law is to take chances 
on the penalty being imposed. And 
the food controller has done 
things just as inconsistent as send- 
ing people to jail for failing to 
carry back to the store a few 
pounds of flour or sugar repre- 
senting their failure to eat enough 
to bring the domestic stock in 
hand down to the amount allow- 
ed by midnight tonight.

More Cause for Wonder. 

Sir Robert Borden denies that 
Monday’s amazing dispatch—to 
the effect that the Allied comman- 
ders had so many men in France 
they were not using the United 
States troops—was made up in Ot- 
tawa; and says it came through 
the usual channels from London 
and was given out to the Canadian 
press in the usual way. London 
explains that this part of the 
statement was not intended to be 
taken as a recital of fact, but an 
explanation of the Allied plans at 
the time the United States entered 
the war. 

The explanation does not dispel 
the bewildering confusion invited 
by the dispatch; it only gives it 
new direction, It changes the ob- 
jective of wonderment from the 
condition at the battle line to the 
condition. in the war office. The 
‘cabled summary’’ sent through 
on Sunday night purported to be
